RULES  OF  ORDER 


FOR  CONDUCTING  THE  BUSINESS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 

ADOPTED  NOVEMBER  12,  1902 


(With  Amendments  to  1932) 

Rule  I  After  divine  service,  the  President  shall  take  the  chair 
and  call  the  Council  to  order. 

Rule  II  The  Secretary  of  the  Council,  if  present  (if  not,  the 
Secretary  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese),  shall  call  the 
names  of  the  Clergy  entitled  to  seats,  and  enter  on  the  minutes  the 
names  of  those  present. 

Rule  III  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  the  lay  dele¬ 
gates  of  the  Parishes  entitled  to  representation,  whose  certificates 
shall  have  been  presented  to  him. 

Rule  IV  The  President  shall  appoint  a  committee  on  Creden¬ 
tials  to  receive,  examine,  and  report  on  the  credentials  of  lay  dele¬ 
gates. 

Rule  V  The  Secretary  shall  call  the  names  of  such  lay  dele¬ 
gates  as  shall  have  been  reported  by  the  Committee  on  Credentials 
and  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  enter  the  names  of  those  present 
on  the  minutes. 

Rule  VI  A  quorum  of  both  Orders  being  present,  the  President 
shall  declare  the  Council  organized  for  business. 

Rule  VII  The  Council  shall  then  proceed  to  election,  by  ballot, 
of  a  Secretary,  who,  being  chosen,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint 

an  assistant,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  council. 

:  Rule  VIII  The  Bishop  shall  then  deliver  his  annual  address. 

J  Rule  IX  Nominations  shall  then  be  made  for  all  elective  offices 
of  the  Council.  The  Secretary  shall  have  the  nominations  printed  on 

ballots  for  the  use  of  the  Council  before  the  afternoon  session.  The 

elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  2:00  o’clock  p.  m.  The 

regular  Order  of  Business  shall  continue,  as  far  as  possible,  during 
the  elections. 

Rule  X  Reports  shall  then  be  presented  in  the  following  order:

Rule  XI  Elections  shall  be  the  Order  of  the  Day  at  two  o’clock 
p.m.  of  the  first  day  of  the  Council  as  follows:  The  Standing  Com¬ 
mittee  of  the  Diocese;  Diocesan  Officers;  Members  of  the  Bishop  and 
Council;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  Synod  of  the  Province  of 
the  Mid-West;  Deputies  and  Alternates  to  the  General  Convention; 
a  Board  of  Examining  Chaplains  (nominated  by  the  Bishop). 

Rule  Xll  Before  the  close  of  the  Council  the  Bishop  shall  ap¬ 
point  the  Standing  Committees  provided  for  by  Title  1,  Canon  11,  Section  7 
and  such  other  officers  as  he  has  to  appoint. 

Rule  Xlll  At  each  session  the  business  of  the  Council  shall  be 
called  and  acted  upon  in  the  following  order,  unless  changed  by  vote 
of  the  Council. 

1.  The  Roll  Call. 

2.  Reading  the  Minutes. 

3.  Communications  from  the  President. 

4.  Reports  in  their  order  as  in  Rule  X. 

5.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

Rule  XIV  When  the  President  takes  the  Chair,  no  member  shall 
continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand,  unless  to  address  the 
Chair. 

Rule  XV  In  case  the  Bishop  shall  withdraw  temporarily  from 
the  sitting  of  the  Council,  he  shall  appoint  a  Presbyter  to  preside  during 
his  absence. 

Rule  XVI  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  service  of  the 
house,  unless  he  have  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

Rule  XVII  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  de¬ 
liver  any  matter  to  the  Council,  he  shall  arise  from  his  seat,  and 
with  due  respect  address  himself  in  an  audible  voice  to  the  President* 
confining  himself  to  the  point  of  debate. 

Rule  XV111  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  in  the  same 
debate,  without  the  consent  of  the  House. 

Rule  XIX  While  the  President  is  putting  any  question,  the  members 
shall  continue  in  their  seats  and  not  hold  any  private  discourse. 

Rule  XX  Every  member  present  shall  vote  when  a  question  is. 
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put,  unless  excused  by  the  Council,  and  upon  a  vote  by  Orders,  the 
name  of  the  presiding  officer  shall  be  called  last. 

Rule  XXI  When  a  question  is  under  consideration,  no  motion  shall 
be  made,  unless  to  lay  it  upon  the  table,  to  postpone  it  indefinitely, 
to  postpone  it  to  a  certain  time,  to  commit  it,  to  amend  it,  or  to  divide  it, 
and  motions  for  any  of  these  purposes  shall  have  precedence  in  the 
-order  named. 

Rule  XXII  A  motion  to  lay  upon  the  table  shall  be  decided 
without  debate. 

Rule  XX111  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  and  if 
unqualified,  shall  be  settled  without  debate. 

Rule  XXIV  No  motion  shall  be  considered  as  before  the  House  . 
unless  it  be  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing. 

Rule  XXV  A  question  being  once  determined  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Council,  shall  not  be  again  considered  during 
the  session,  but  a  question  being  decided  may  be  reconsidered  with 
the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present,  on  a  motion  to  that 
purpose  by  one  of  the  majority  of  the  first  decision. 

Rule  XXVI  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
unless  otherwise  ordered. 

Rule  XXV11  The  reports  of  all  committees  shall  be  in  writing, 
and  shall  be  entered  on  the  minutes,  unless  otherwise  ordered.  If 
recommending  or  requiring  any  action  or  expression  of  opinion  by  the 
Council,  they  shall  be  accompanied  by  a  resolution  or  resolutions  for 
its  consideration. 

Rule  XXV111  All  questions  of  order  shall  be  decided  by  the  President 
in  the  first  instance,  but  any  member  may  appeal  from  such  decision;  and 
on  such  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  without  leave 
of  the  Council. 

Rule  XXIX  Clergymen  of  the  Church  not  entitled  to  seats,  and  Candi¬ 
dates  for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of 
the  Council,  and  their  names  entered  on  the  Journal,  on  their  reporting 
themselves  to  the  Secretary,  but  without  the  right  to  take  part  in  the 
proceedings. 

Rule  XXX  Before  the  final  adjournment  of  the  Council,  the  minutes 
of  the  last  day’s  proceedings  shall  be  read,  corrected,  if  necessary,  and 
approved. 

Rule  XXXI  The  above  shall  be  the  Rules  of  Order  of  all  future  Coun¬ 
cils,  unless  altered  or  rescinded,  and  shall  be  published  in  the  Journal 
of  each  Council.

There  was  a  Requiem  Mass  in  St.  John’s  Church,  Elkhart  at  7:00  a.m, 
for  the  first  and  second  Bishops  of  Northern  Indiana,  the  Right  Rev.  John 
Hazen  White,  and  the  Right  Rev.  Campbell  Gray. 

The  Conciliar  Mass  was  celebrated  by  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  at 
9:00  a.m.  The  Fifty-Sixth  Annual  Council  convened  in  St.  John’s  Church, 
Elkhart,  Wednesday,  October  6,  1954  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop 
at  10:10  a.m.  The  Bishop  caused  the  Secretary  to  call  the  roll  of  Diocesan 
Clergy  and  of  lay  delegates  of  Parishes  and  Missions  entitled  to  seats  and 
votes  in  the  Council.  The  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Credentials  re¬ 
ported  that  all  credentials  were  in  order.  The  Bishop  declared  the  Council 
organized  at  10:20  a.m. 


Nominations  and  Elections 

SECRETARY  OF  THE  DIOCESE:  The  Rev.  Horace  L.  Varian  was  nominat¬ 
ed  by  the  Rev.  Peter  Langendorff.  It  was  moved  that  nominations  be 
closed  and  a  unanimous  ballot  cast  for  his  election.  It  was  so  ordered.  The 
Secretary  appointed  the  Rev.  Robert  F.  Royster  Assistant  Secretary.  This 
appointment  was  confirmed  by  the  Council. 

TREASURER  OF  THE  DIOCESE:  Mr.  B.  K.  Patterson  of  South  Bend  was 
nominated  by  the  Rev.  George  B.  Wood.  It  was  moved  that  nominations  be 
closed  and  a  unanimous  ballot  cast  for  his  election.  It  was  so  ordered. 
Mr.  Frances  Walters  of  Mishawaka  was  nominated  by  Mr.  Patterson  to 
be  Assistant  Treasurer.  His  election  was  unanimous. 

TREASURER  OF  MISSION  FUNDS:  Mr.  William  D.  Curtis  of  Howe  was 
nominated  by  the  Rev.  Robert  J.  Murphy.  It  was  moved  that  nominations 
be  closed  and  a  unanimous  ballot  be  cast  for  his  election.  It  was  so  ordered. 
Mrs.  R.  Krum  of  Howe  was  nominated  by  Fr.  Murphy  to  be  Assistant  Treas¬ 
urer  of  Mission  Funds.  Her  election  was  unanimous. 

TRUSTEE  OF  THE  DIOCESE:  Mr.  Jasper  Burt  of  LaPorte  was  appointed 
by  the  Bishop  to  serve  a  three-year  term  ending  in  1957.  This  appointment 
was  confirmed  by  the  Council  on  motion  by  the  Rev.  L.  S.  Olsen. 

BOARD  OF  EXAMINING  CHAPLAINS:  The  Bishop  appointed  the  following 

priests  to  the  Board:  The  Rev.  Frs.  W.  P.  Barnds,  R.  J.  Murphy,  Peter  Lan¬ 
gendorff,  W.  C.  R.  Sheridan,  and  D.  A.  Reid.  These  appointments  were 
confirmed  by  the  Council  on  motion  of  Mr.  Hardiman. 

CHANCELLOR  OF  THE  DIOCESE:  The  Bishop  nominated  Mr.  Charles 
M.  Boynton  and  Mr.  Orville  Nichols,  Jr.  for  the  office  of  Chancellor. 

BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL:  The  following  were  nominated  from  the  floor, 
terms  to  expire  in  1957:  Clerical:  The  Rev.  Frs.

REPORTS  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTES  AND  THE 
DEPARTMENTS  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 

These  reports  were  submitted  by  title  and  are  printed  in  this  Journal. 


BUSINESS  OF  THE  COUNCIL 

1.  Motion  for  the  adoption  of  the  Diocesan  budget  was  made  by  Mr.  Pat¬ 
terson  and  seconded  by  Fr.  Jennings.  Mr.  Miles  commented  upon  the  low 
salaries  of  the  clergy  and  especially  of  the  Bishop  and  recommended  the 
Bishop’s  salary  be  increased  by  $500.  Bishop  Mallett  said  that  several  at¬ 
tempts  had  been  made  to  raise  his  salary  in  the  past,  but  that  he  had 
rejected  them  because  the  Diocese  was  not  meeting  Missions  askings 
at  the  time.  Mr.  Miles’  amendment  was  voted  upon  and  carried  unanimous¬ 
ly.  The  main  motion  to  adopt  the  budget,  as  amended,  carried  unanimously. 

2.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Diocese  was  accepted  upon  motion 
by  Mr.  Patterson,  seconded  by  Mr.  Boynton. 

3.  The  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  Missions  Funds  was  accepted  upon 
motion  by  Fr.  Murphy,  seconded  by  Mr.  Patterson. 

4.  The  budget  for  the  Department  of  Missions  was  accepted  unanimous¬ 
ly  upon  motion  by  Fr.  Murphy,  seconded  by  Mr.  Patterson.

5.  The  Diocesan  Treasurer,  Mr.  Patterson,  made  a  special  report  on  the 
recent  evaluation  of  all  Missions  property  and  other  assets  of  the  Trus¬ 
tees  of  the  Diocese.  He  reported  $17,326  in  cash  and  government  bonds, 
and  total  assets,  including  mortgage-free  Missions  property,  of  $486,409.63. 

6.  There  was  no  reports  from  the  Committee  on  Audit  and  Accounts. 

7.  The  following  reports  were  submitted  by  title:  Department  of  Mis 
sions,  by  Fr.  Wells;  Department  of  Christian  Education,  by  Fr.  Sheridan; 
Department  of  Christian  Social  Relations  by  Fr.  Wood;  Department  of  Pro¬ 
motion,  by  Fr.  Barnds;  Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons,  by  Mr. 
Boynton. 

8.  Miss  Mary  Frances  Bemont  made  a  report  of  her  work  as  Adviser  in 
Religious  Education. 

9.  Fr.  Langendorff,  the  Registrar,  reported  that  he  is  filing  a  report  re¬ 
quired  by  the  Fifth  Province. 

10.  Fr.  Murphy  spoke,  in  the  absence  of  Col.  Bouton,  about  the  building 
program  at  Howe  School  and  invited  everyone  to  the  dedication  of  new 
dormitories  October  30. 

11.  The  Bishop  presented  three  new  priests  to  the  Council:  Frs.  Cooper, 
Clark,  and  Douglass. 

12.  The  Council  recessed  for  lunch  at  12:09  p.m.  and  reconvened  at 
2:10  p.m. 

13.  The  Chancellor  ruled  on  voting  procedure,  saying  that  delegates  and 
alternates  must  be  voted  on  separately  and  that  each  person,  to  be  elected, 
must  have  secured  a  simple  majority  of  the  votes  cast.  A  motion  to  change 
this  procedure  was  ruled  out  of  order  by  the  Bishop,  upon  advice  from 
the  Chancellor. 

14.  Fr.  Olsen  presented  a  resolution  greeting  the  Bishop  on  his  tenth 
Anniversary  and  expressing  the  affection  and  continued  support  of  the 
entire  Diocese.  The  Bishop  left  the  Chair  and  Fr.  Murphy  presided.  The 
resolution,  seconded  by  Fr.  Wood,  was  unanimously  adopted. 

15.  Fr.  Claudius  presented  a  resolution,  seconded  by  Mr.  Smith,  request¬ 
ing  the  Council  to  go  on  record  as  opposing  the  selection  of  Honolulu  for 
the  next  General  Convention,  said  resolution  to  be  communicated  to  the 
Presiding  Bishop.  Fr.  Sheridan  moved  to  table  the  resolution.  Motion 
carried. 

16.  Fr.  Olsen  presented  a  resolution,  seconded  by  Fr.  Mosier,  that  the 
Presiding  Bishop  be  informed  of  the  Council’s  support  of  his  selection  of 
Honolulu.  Fr.  Kappes  moved  to  table  the  resolution.  Motion  to  table  was 
defeated.  The  resolution  was  voted  on  and  was  defeated. 

17.  The  Bishop  announced  the  Solemn  Mass  and  open-house  on  the  date 
of  his  tenth  Anniversary,  October  25. 

18.  Expressions  of  appreciation  were  sent  to  Fr.  Olsen  and  to  St.  John’s 

Parish  for  their  excellent  facilities  and  planning  for  the  meeting  of  the 
Council. 

19.  The  Fifty-Sixth  Council  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  was  ad¬ 
journed  at  5:10  p.m.  after  the  Council  had  received  the  Bishop’s  blessing.

My  dear  Brethren  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana: 

Grace  be  unto  you  and  peace  from  God  our  Father  and  from  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

On  October  25th,  ten  years  will  have  elapsed  since  I  was  consecrated 
your  Bishop.  It  would  be  unnatural  if  we  did  not  stop  for  a  moment 
and  look  at  the  State  of  the  Diocese  from  the  point  of  view  of  a  decade 
of  work  under  one  leadership. 

In  everything  that  is  said  in  regard  to  the  status  or  growth  of  the 
Diocese,  it  should  be  remembered  that  ten  years  ago  we  were  emerging 
from  the  Second  World  War  when,  in  man-power  and  in  resources, 
the  Church  was  at  a  low  ebb. 

It  is  my  good  fortune  that  my  work  among  you  has  been  done 
during  these  post-war  years,  at  a  time  when  consecrated  priests,  with 
indefatigable  energy,  have  led  equally  consecrated  lay-people  to  perform 
the  tasks  of  which  we  are  justly  proud.  The  Bishop  may  have  con¬ 
firmed  people,  but  priests  have  prepared  them  and  presented  them. 

The  first  item  of  interest  is  that  we  now  have  thirty-four  priests 
in  the  Diocese  -  26  in  active  work,  and  8  non-parochial  or  retired. 
Ten  years  ago  we  had  13.  In  addition,  we  have  our  adviser  in  Religious 
Education,  Miss  Mary  Frances  Bemont,  a  United  Thank  Offering  worker. 
Miss  Bemont  has  established  herself  as  a  most  valuable  helper  in  our 
progressing  educational  program,  including  our  two  Young  People’s 
conferences,  Howe  and  Winamac,  our  Vacation  Bible  Schools,  all  phases 
of  the  program  of  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary,  and  as  coordinator  for  the 
adult  courses  given  by  Indiana  University  under  Dr.  Paul  Bergevin  in 
twelve  of  our  parishes.  Under  the  present  arrangement  of  our  Mission 
work,  we  have  no  vacant  cure  in  the  Diocese,  either  parish  or  mission. 

Clerical  changes  for  the  past  year  in  the  Diocese  are  these: 

Richard  Preston  Reid  (in  religion  known  as  Dom  Benedict  Reid  O.  S.  B.) 
has  been  ordained  Deacon  and  Priest  and  is  in  residence  at  St.  Gregory’s 
Priory;  Lester  Angwin,  ordained  Deacon  and  Priest,  for  whom  we  had 
no  work,  has  been  transferred  to  the  Diocese  of  Michigan.  John  T.  Russell 
has  been  transferred  to  South  Florida;  Glen  E.  McCutcheon  to  the 
Diocese  of  Chicago.  Robert  W.  Wise  is  now  Curate  at  Michigan  City. 
Father  Varian  has  become  Vicar  of  Christ  the  King,  Huntington,  and 
placed  in  charge  of  the  work  in  the  Warsaw  and  the  Gas  City  areas. 
He  also  became  interim  Secretary  of  the  Diocese  when  Father  Royster 
resigned,  and  Editor  of  the  Beacon.  This  is  not  reviving  the  office  of 
Archdeacon,  but  it  brings  to  these  positions  a  capable  man,  and  is  a 
recognition  of  his  brilliant  work  at  East  Chicago. 
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We  have  received  the  Rev.  Richard  Cooper  from  the  Diocese  of 
Western  Michigan  to  be  the  Rector  of  St.  Andrew’s,  Kokomo;  the  Rev. 
Forrest  B.  Clark,  from  the  Diocese  of  Dallas,  to  be  in  charge  of  St.  Andrew’s 
Valparaiso;  and  the  Rev.  Eugene  O.  Douglass  from  the  Diocese  of  Quincy 
to  be  Rector  of  St.  Paul’s,  Hammond. 

William  Rechenberg,  Deacon,  having  renounced  the  Ministry  of  the 
Church,  was  deposed  by  me  in  accordance  with  Canon  60,  for  causes 
not  affecting  his  moral  character. 

Our  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  are  James  L.  LeVeque,  student  at 
Nashotah  House;  Kenneth  Trueman,  student  at  Nashotah  House.  Our  Pos¬ 
tulants  are  Arthur  T.  Berkley,  Jr.,  student  at  Carleton  College;  John 
David  Shuman,  student  at  Indiana  University;  Melvin  Wenzel,  on  the 
faculty  of  Howe  Military  School;  Woodrow  W.  White,  on  the  faculty 
of  Tri-State  College;  and  Richard  Curtis,  of  Marion,  Indiana. 

In  all  of  our  parishes  and  missions  we  have  lost  faithful  members 
by  death.  We  cannot  call  them  all  by  name,  but  we  pay  our  tribute 
to  them  as  we  stand  to  pray  for  them.  (The  prayers  for  the  departed 
followed  here.) 

You  will  be  interested  in  a  few  statistics  which  have  been  gathered: 
Confirmations  during  my  first  year  as  your  Bishop  numbered  271; 
Confirmations  this  year  will  exceed  500.  In  the  decade  I  have  held  339 
Confirmation  services, 12  of  which  have  been  at  the  Bishop’s  Summer 
Chapel,  Wawasee,  and  23  of  which  have  been  held  in  the  Bishop’s 
Oratory  at  South  Bend.  I  have  confirmed  3,725  persons. 

During  these  ten  years,  two  churches  have  been  built  -  Holy  Trinity, 
South  Bend,  and  St.  Andrew’s,  Kokomo.  Fourteen  others  have  been 
enlarged  or  beautified:  Bristol;  East  Chicago;  Elkhart;  Fort  Wayne; 
St.  Augustine’s,  Gary;  Gas  City;  Goshen;  Hobart;  Logansport;  Marion; 
Mishawaka;  Peru;  Plymouth;  and  Valparaiso.  Ten  new  rectories  have 
been  acquired,  three  replacing  existing  ones:  East  Chicago;  Fort  Wayne; 
Christ  Church;  Gary;  St.  Augustine’s,  Gary;  Hobart;  Kokomo;  Marion 
Peru;  Holy  Trinity,  South  Bend;  and  St.  James’,  South  Bend.  In  addition, 
three  parishes  have  purchased  houses  for  assistant  priests:  Elkhart 
Fort  Wayne;  and  Michigan  City.  The  Episcopal  Residence  in  South 
Bend  was  acquired  at  no  cost  to  the  Diocese  in  1945,  and  the  Bishop’s 
House  at  Wawasee  was  given  to  the  Diocese  in  1952.  The  cottage  at 
Wawasee,  made  a  memorial  to  Bishop  Gray  is  a  vacation  house  for  the 
clergy  of  the  Diocese.  This  makes  a  total  of  sixteen  pieces  of  property 
acquired  for  clergy  residences  during  the  past  ten  years.  New  parish 
houses  have  been  built  at  Howe;  Hobart;  and  Elkhart.  St.  James’,  South 
Bend  has  acquired  the  building  adjoining  their  Church  for  a  parish 
house,  and  Fort  Wayne  has  acquired  an  additional  educational  building. 
St.  Paul’s,  LaPorte,  is  planning  to  build  a  new  parish  house.  St.  Paul’s, 
Mishawaka,  acquired  by  purchase  the  valuable  piece  of  property  just 
west  of  their  church  building. 

The  past  year  shows  the  inception  or  conclusion  of  i  mpressive 
money  raising  campaigns  in  St.  John’s,  Elkhart;  St.  James’,  South  Bend; 
St.  Paul’s  LaPorte;  Trinity,  Michigan  City;  St.  Paul’s,  Hammond,  and 
Trinity,  Fort  Wayne.  The  successful  conclusion  of  these  campaigns 
would  make  a  total  of  money  pledged  of  $922,000. 
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Howe  Military  School  is  the  only  institution  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  in  the  State  of  Indiana.  It  has  an  honorable  record  both  for 
educational  standards  and  for  Church  teaching.  It  is  really  the 
property  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  although  the  role  it  plays 
is  of  assistance  to  the  Diocese  rather  than  receiving  assistance  from 
the  Diocese;  It  has  provided  Confirmands  for  the  Church  for  many 
years.  You  hear  in  the  Convention  today  a  report  from  Colonel 

Bouton.  I  speak  to  him  on  your  behalf  as  well  as  for  myself  to  tell 

him  that  we  are  as  proud  of  him  as  we  are  of  Howe,  for  we  know 

that  its  present  success  is  due  entirely  to  the  Christian  leadership  he 
has  given.  The  expansion  program  at  Howe  during  my  Episcopate 
will  result  in  $1,200,000  having  been  spent.  Colonel  Bouton  will  tell 
you  of  our  plans  for  the  future. 

At  the  present  time  the  value  of  the  mission  property,  free  of 
mortgage  indebtness,  held  by  the  Trustees  of  the  Diocese  in  the 

name  of  the  Diocese,  is  placed  at  $468,409;  this  includes  the  recent 

appraisal  of  the  Wawasee  property  of  $97,000. 

Our  minds  turn  naturally  from  our  own  work  to  our  position  in  the 
National  Church  and  our  position  in  the  Anglican  Communion  in  the 
world.  If  this  Council  passes  the  budget  as  proposed  by  the  Bishop 

and  Council  it  will  amount  to  $21,337  for  the  Missions  budget  of  the 
National  Church,  and  $20,917  for  ourselves.  I  am  always  happy  to 
follow  the  lead  of  the  Diocese,  but  never  more  so  than  when  they 
are  generous  in  their  relationship  to  needs  outside  our  Diocese. 

The  “Builders  for  Christ”  Campaign  was  presented  by  me  to  the 
clergy  of  the  Diocese  in  February.  Their  decision,  passed  on  to  each 
congregation,  was  that  we  could  accept  our  quota  of  $15,827  payable 
at  apy  time  of  the  three-year  period  decided  upon  by  the  Parish.  In 
most  cases  they  hope  to  pay  it  in  1954.  As  of  September  10th  our 
Diocese  has  paid  $5,823.10,  and  I  register  the  confidence  of  the  clergy 
that  we  will  meet  our  goal  within  the  time  limit  allowed. 

The  Anglican  Congress  met  under  the  leadership  of  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury  and  our  Presiding  Bishop  at  Minneapolis,  August 
4th  to  August  13tli.  Northern  Indiana  was  represented  officially  by 
your  Bishop,  Father  Murphy,  President  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
and  Colonel  Bouton,  of  Howe.  The  opening  service  was  an  impressive 
event  and  the  daily  services  of  Holy  Communion  gave  us  the  unique 

experience  of  sharing  the  rite  of  a  different  “branch”  of  our  Church 

of  forty  million  people.  The  count  of  the  Congress  of  the  “official” 
delegates  was  as  follows:  201  Bishops;  242  Priests;  149  Laymen  and 
65  women,  for  a  total  of  657.  These  delegates  came  from  the  States, 
England,  Wales,  Ireland,  Scotland,  Canada,  India,  Pakistan,  Burma, 
Ceylon,  Australia,  New  Zealand,  South  Africa,  the  West  Indies,  Japan, 
West  Africa,  and  other  provinces  of  the  Anglican  Communion.  What 
did  we  do?  We  heard  distinguished  men  and  women  read  papers  on 
various  subjects.  We  then  went  into  group  meetings  for  discussion 
of  the  topics  and  turned  our  “findings”  over  to  an  editorial  Committee 
who  whipped  them  into  shape  for  reference  to  the  Congress  for 
corrections,  additions  or  deletions.  Later,  the  reports  were  combined 
in  a  final  report  by  the  Editorial  Committee  to  the  Congress  and 
adopted  as  expressing  the  views  of  the  Congress.  The  purposes  of  the 
'  ingress  were  quite  simple  and  clear  -  to  bring  together  in  common 
worship  and  prayer  representatives  of  our  world  -  wide  Communion, 
to  seek  God’s  guidance  therein,  to  establish  and  strengthen  our  fellow¬ 
ship,  and  to  come  to  know,  a  little  more  deeply,  our  mind  and  will 
under  the  call  of  God.  The  financial  share  and  cost  to  Northern 
Indiana  was  met  by  an  advance  from  the  Christ  the  King  offering  for 
1954.  It  will  be  taken  in  every  parish  and  mission  on  October  31st, 
and  I  am  sure  it  will  be  a  generous  one  and  will  meet  our  need. 
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I  cannot  leave  this  subject  without  a  remark  on  the  spiritual 
benefits  derived  by  those  who  participated  in  the  Anglo  -  Catholic- 
Congress  at  Chicago  in  August  which  was  attended  by  large  numbers 
of  Bishops,  Priests,  and  Lay  people.  We  will  go  forward  as  a  Church 
when  we  realize  that  the  religion  which  we  teach  and  for  which  we 

stand,  unashamed  to  call  it  by  its  Catholic  name,  is  not  something 

peculiar  to  Northern  Indiana,  but  something  that  is  a  growing  force 

in  the  Episcopal  Church  throughout  the  world. 

Much  concern,  as  well  as  interest,  has  been  expressed  by  our 

people  over  the  change  of  meeting  place  of  the  General  Convention 
from  Texas  to  Hawaii.  The  meeting  will  be  held  next  September  - 

nearly  a  year  from  now  -  but  we  elect  our  delegates  at  this  Council. 
I  would  like  to  propose  a  simple,  Christian  and  democratic  solution 
as  to  what  our  responsibility  is  in  this  matter.  It  is  that  we  elect 
our  delegates  in  the  normal  way,  without  any  expression  from  them 
as  to  whether  they  can  afford  the  time  or  the  money  to  go,  and  then 
leave  the  matter  as  to  how  their  expenses  are  met  to  be  decided 

when  we  learn  more  about  the  details,  the  cost  and  method  of 
transportation  and  the  proposed  entertainment  that  will  be  given  us. 

We  should  give  attention  to  the  following  three  subjects  of 

special  importance  to  our  clergy  and  Diocese. 

In  1951,  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  stood  next  to  the  lowest 
place  in  salaries  paid  to  clergymen,  based  on  a  consideration  of  our  median 
of  $2700.  More  recent  figures  indicate  that  we  have  climbed  to  a  median 
salary  of  $3380  or  halfway  in  the  chart  of  74  Dioceses.  This  does  not  come 
anywhere  near  the  cost  of  living  index,  but  does  indicate  that  our  Vestries 
are  becoming  aware  of  the  problem,  and  I  am  sure  more  and  more  of  our 
vestrymen  will  make  the  matter  of  the  salary  of  their  priest  a  subject 
for  adequate  action  on  their  part.  •  . 

t- 

Information  on  the  provisions  of  the  recently  enacted  amendments  to 
the  Federal  Social  Security  Act,  as  that  Act  applies  to  clergymen,  is  now 
available.  Thbse  amendments  provide  coverage  for  the  Clergy  under 
Social  Security,  and  it  is  my  hope  that  the  Clergy  of  our  Diocese  will 
regard  this  as  an  opportunity  to  augment  retirement  protection  for  them¬ 
selves.  Coverage  may  commence  on  January  1,  1955,  and  a  certificate  de¬ 
claring  the  wish  to  have  Social  Security  coverage  must  be  filed  before 
April  15,  1955,  if  the  clergyman  wishes  to  be  covered  with  respect  to  the  year 
1955.  It  is  a  matter  which  should  be  investigated  with  the  local  Social  Se¬ 
curity  Office,  and  I  commend  it  to  your  careful  study.  This  is  in  addition  to 
our  Church  Pension  protection,  and  does  not  involve  our  participation  in 
that  in  any  way.  The  Church  Pension  Fund  remains  the  primary  protection, 
and  the  sure  foundation  of  protection  for  retirement.  It  must  not  beu 
impaired. 

In  July  of  this  year,  a  letter  was  mailed  to  all  parishes  announcing 
an  arrangement  by  which  their  treasurers  and  other  officers  and  em¬ 
ployees  could  be  bonded  in  a  single  blanket  bond  for  the  entire  Church; 
the  Master  Bond  was  issued  on  July  1st,  1954,  to  the  Domestic  and 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Church.  Any  Church  unit  or  organi¬ 
zation  may  become  indemnified  under  this  and  at  a  very  low  cost.  The 
Bond  will  permit  all  treasurers  of  churches  to  comply  with  Canon  6  of 
the  General  Canons.  I  will  ask  the  Chancellor  to  advise  us  how  to  use  the 
arrangement  to  cover  us  as  a  Diocesan  unit,  and  to  present  a  plan  to  us 
that  seems  feasible. 

As  a  matter  of  record  I  wish  to  state  that  I  have  fulfilled  all  the 
canonical  requirements  of  my  office,  as  far  as  I  know.  I  have  visited 
every  Parish  and  Mission  more  than  once,  in  some  cases  many  times. 
I  have  met  with  vestries,  I  have  confirmed  and  ordained;  I  have  instituted 
the  Rev.  Richard  Cooper  as  rector  of  St.  Andrew’s,  Kokomo,  and  the 
Rev.  Eugene  O.  Douglass  as  rector  of  St.  Paul’s,  Hammond;  I  have 
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supervised  Postulants  and  Candidates  painstakingly;  I  have  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion  publicly  and  privately;  I  have  preached.  I  have 
examined  records;  I  have  kept  a  record  of  my  official  acts.  I  have  omitted 
doing  nothing,  regardless  of  the  cost  of  effort  or  energy,  to  be  a  faithful 
Chief  Shepherd  to  the  Diocesan  family,  both  clerical  and  lay.  In  general 
I  have  followed  the  pattern  of  the  routine  of  other  years’  work,  with  an 
especial  interest  in  the  educational  work,  especially  in  the  Howe  and 
Winemac  Conferences  and  the  adult  program.  I  have  taken  part  in  various 
community  activities  of  several  cities.  As  President  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  of  Howe  Military  School  I  have  attended  and  conducted  meetings  in 
their  general  program  and  in  the  special  money  raising  campaign.  As 
Superior  General  of  the  Confraternity  of  the  Blessed  Sacrament  I  have 
attended  meetings  in  Dallas,  Texas,  Utica,  N.  Y.  and  Providence,  R.  I. 
As  Vice  President  of  Nashotah  House  I  have  attended  meetings  and  pre¬ 
sided  at  the  Graduation  exercises  at  Nashotah  House.  As  Episcopal 
Visitor  of  the  Order  of  St.  Benedict,  I  have  visited  St.  Gregory’s  officially 
several  times.  I  visited  our  candidates  at  Nashotah  House  and  Seabury 
Visitor  of  the  Order  of  St.  Benedict,  I  have  visited  St  Gregory’s  officially 
Western,  and  also  visited  the  General  Theological  Seminary.  I  attended 
the  Institution  of  Bishop  Burrill  of  Chicago,  and  took  part  in  the  con¬ 
secration  of  Bishop  Harte,  the  Suffragan  of  Dallas.  I  made  an  unofficial 
visit  to  Spain,  and  had  conferences  with  the  clergy  and  members  of  the 
Reformed  Church  there,  having  been  introduced  by  the  Archbishop  of 
Armagh  and  carrying  letters  of  Commendation  from  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury.  I  later  reported  my  findings  (about  which  nothing  can  be 
said  publicly  as  the  church  there  is  persecuted  and  underground)  to  the 
Presiding  Bishop  and  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  at  the  Anglican 
Congress.  This  visit  to  Spain  was  followed  by  a  vacation  in  Italy.  I  attended 
the  Anglo-Catholic  world  Congress  in  Chicago,  The  Anglican  Congress 
in  Minneapolis,  and  the  “little”  Anglican  Congress  at  Milwaukee.  I 
attended  the  meeting  of  the  Provincial  Synod  at  Grand  Rapids.  I  was 
in  residence  at  Wawasee  and  conducted  services  in  All  Saint’s  Chapel 
in  the  summer,  and  after  each  Sunday  Eucharist  Mrs.  Mallett  and  I  were 
hosts  to  the  hundreds  of  visitors  who  came.  Every  parish  and  mission 
was  invited  for  a  special  day  there. 

The  growth  in  the  spiritual  life  and  devotion  of  the  Church  is  evident 
in  every  parish  and  mission.  It  is  apparent  everywhere  that  families  are 
worshipping  together  more  and  more  with  real  godly  insight.  As  I  have  done 
in  the  past,  so  now  I  hold  out  to  you  the  “family”  idea  for  our  Diocese; 
brethren,  working  and  worshipping  and  dwelling  together  in  unity.  What 
has  been  done  in  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana  reflects  the  devotion 
of  spiritually-minded  lay  people,  generous  both  of  their  time  and  money, 
stimulated  and  encouraged  by  priests  equally  devoted  and  generous.  No¬ 
thing  can  deter  us  from  obtaining  the  heritage  which  belongs  to  us  in 
our  branch  of  the  Church,  the  One,  Holy,  Catholic,  and  Apostolic  Church. 
As  you  do  your  part,  so  I  will  endeavor  more  and  more  to  do  mine.  I  am 
deeply  touched  by  every  evidence  of  loyalty  to  our  Apostolic  heritage, 
and  to  the  Episcopate.  We  cannot  make  the  test  of  catholicity  a  loyalty 
to  flim-flam,  to  inconsequential  ritual  or  to  individualistic  practice, 
and  disregard  the  fundamental  catholic  principles  of  faith,  worship,  dis¬ 
cipline,  and  in  all  a  loyalty  to  the  Episcopate.  We  are  an  Episcopal 
Church,  we  are  THE  Episcopal  Church.  If  we  ever  forego  our  loyalty  to  that 
ideal,  we  are  no  longer  an  Episcopal  Church  in  practice,  and  we  would  de¬ 
serve  to  lose  our  heritage.  A  congregational  loyalty  makes  a  congregational 
Church. 

In  my  first  address  given  you  in  1944,  I  summarized  the  philosophy 
by  which  I  intended  to  live  and  to  do  my  work  as  your  Bishop.  I  am 
glad  to  say  that  I  still  live  by  it  and  can  repeat  it  with  determination  and 
vigor:  With  no  personal  ambitions  and  with  no  personal  desires  I  am 
willing  to  give  myself  to  my  work,  “to  spend  and  be  spent”  to  do  God’s  will.

I  have  examined,  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Diocese,  the  credentials 
as  received  by  him  to  this  Fifty-Sixth  Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese  of 
Northern  Indiana,  and  find  them  all  in  order.  The  Treasurer  of  the 
Diocese  has  reported  all  assessments  for  the  year  1953  as  paid  in  full 
and  that  every  Parish  and  Mission  is  in  union  with  the  Fifty-Sixth 
Annual  Council  of  the  Diocese.

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE  ON  CONSTITUTION 

AND  CANONS

formal  meetings  during  the  past  year,  several  of  the  members  have 
met  and  discussed  changes  in  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Diocese. 

It  was  felt  that  since  the  Triennial  Convention  in  Boston  had  made 
many  changes  in  the  constitution  and  canons  of  the  national  church  that 
these  changes  should  be  studied  before  any  definite  action  was  recom¬ 
mended  to  the  Diocese  for  changes  in  our  constitution  and  canons.  Furth¬ 
er,  the  State  Legislature  passed  certain  changes  to  the  law  of  the  Episco¬ 
pal  Church  in  the  1953  Session. 

The  Committee  will  meet  and  correlate  these  changes  to  see  the 
effect  and  necessity  of  amending,  modifying  or  adding  to  the  present  con¬ 
stitution  and  canons  of  the  Diocese  of  Northern  Indiana.

REPORT  OF  THE  STANDING  COMMITTEE 

The  following  were  elected  to  the  Standing  Committee  at  the  55th  An¬ 
nual  Council  on  October  21,  1953  in  Michigan  City,  Indiana:  Reverend 
Fathers  Murphy,  Sheridan,  David  J.  Reid,  Olsen,  Kappes. 

On  November  30,  1953  gave  consent  to  the  ecclesiastical  authority 
that  William  Rechenberg,  Deacon,  be  deposed  under  the  provisions  of 
canon  law  as  having  renounced  the  ministry  of  this  Church.  Recommenda¬ 
tion  was  made  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  that  he  summon  and  convene 
the  56th  Annual  Council  of  this  Diocese  at  Saint  John’s  Parish,  Elkhart, 
Indiana  on  Wednesday,  October  6,  1954.  Canonical  consent  was  given  to 
the  election  of  the  Rt.  Revd.  Gerald  Francis  Burrill  to  be  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  Chicago.  Canonical  consent  was  given  to  the  Diocese  of 
Colorado  to  elect  a  Bishop  Coadjutor.  Canonical  consent  was  given  to 
the  Diocese  of  Dallas  to  elect  a  Bishop  Suffragan.  Canonical  consent  was 
given  to  the  election  of  the  Revd.  Charles  Marmion  to  be  the  Bishop  of 
Kentucky.  Canonical  consent  was  given  to  the  translation  of  the  Rt. 
Revd.  Russell  Sturgis  Hubbard  to  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Missionary  Dis¬ 
trict  of  Spokane. 
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On  January  18,  1954  the  Standing  Committee  gave  consent  to  the 
Trustees  of  this  Diocese  to  re-finance  and  borrow  (i.e.  on  an  existing 
mortgage  on  the  real  estate  properties  of  Saint  Stephen  s  Mission  in  Ho¬ 
bart,  Indiana)  the  sum  of  $10,000.00.  All  proceedings  recorded  and  at¬ 
tached  to  the  minute  book. 

On  February  3rd  gave  consent  to  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of 
Trinity  Parish  in  Peru,  Indiana  to  execute  a  mortgage  on  real  estate 
properties.  All  papers  are  attached  to  the  minute  book.  Gave  consent  to 
the  election  of  The  Revd.  William  Henry  Marmion  to  be  the  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  Southwestern  Virginia. 

On  March  12th  gave  consent  to  the  Diocese  of  Tennessee  to  elect  a 
Bishop  Suffragan. 

On  March  15th  gave  consent  to  the  Rector,  Wardens  and  Vestry  of 
Saint  Andrew’s  Parish,  Kokomo  to  execute  a  mortgage  in  the  sum  of 
$8,500.00  on  real  estate  properties.  All  proceedings  attached  to  minute  book. 

On  April  30th  gave  canonical  consent  to  the  Diocese  of  Michigan  to 
elect  a  Bishop  Suffragan. 

On  May  12th  gave  canonical  certification  to  the  Revd.  Lester  Angwin, 
Deacon,  to  be  advanced  to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Priests. 

On  June  1st  gave  canonical  consent  to  the  Diocese  of  Massachusetts 
to  elect  a  Bishop  Coadjutor. 

On  July  14th  gave  canonical  consent  to  the  election  of  The  Revd. 
Archie  Crowly  to  be  Suffragan  Bishop  of  Michigan.  Also  gave  canonical 
consent  to  the  election  of  the  Revd.  Joseph  Minnis  to  be  Coadjutor  Bishop 
of  the  Diocese  of  Colorado.  Gave  canonical  consent  to  the  election  of 
The  Vy.  Revd.  Albert  Stuart  to  be  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Georgia. 
Gave  consent  to  the  re-financing  of  a  mortgage  held  by  the  Rector,  Wardens 
and  Vestrymen  of  Trinity  Parish,  Peru,  Indiana.  All  papers  attached  to 
minute  book.  Gave  certification  that  the  Revd.  Dom  Benedict  Reid,  O.S.B., 
Deacon,  be  advanced  to  the  Sacred  Order  of  Priests.  Recommended  that 
Kenneth  Trueman,  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  be  examined  under  the 
provisions  of  Canon  29,  2  (a).  Certification  of  recommendation  was  made 
that  Woodrow  White  be  admitted  a  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders. 

Canonical  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  the  Rt.  Revd.  Robert 
Fisher  Gibson  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Virginia. 

On  September  29th  consent  was  given  to  the  election  of  The  Vy.  Revd. 
Anson  Phelps  Stokes  to  be  Bishop  Coadjutor  of  the  Diocese  of  Massachu¬ 
setts.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BISHOP  AND  COUNCIL 


There  were  four  meetings  held  by  Bishop  and  Council  since  the  last 
Annual  Council,  in  addition  to  the  organization  meeting  held  immediately 
after  the  close  of  the  Annual  Council  in  Michigan  City. 

The  first  meeting,  held  at  St.  Anne’s,  Warsaw,  was  on  November  18, 
1953.  Bishop  and  Council  voted  to  replace  two  vacancies  in  its  membership, 
electing  Fr.  Mosier  and  Fr.  Dexter.  At  their  request  the  Bishop  and 
Council  voted  to  admit  Holy  Family  Mission,  Angola  to  organized  mission 
status.  Action  was  taken  to  devote  the  Christ  the  King  offering  of  1954 
to  defray  expenses  of  the  Anglican  Congress,  with  a  goal  of  $1,500.00  for 
the  diocese. 

The  second  meeting  convened  at  the  Episcopal  Residence  in  South 
Bend  on  January  13,  1954.  Bishop  and  Council  voted  unanimously  to  accept 
the  National  Council  full  quota  of  $21,184.00.  A  motion  was  passed  request¬ 
ing  all  priests  to  present  the  Builders  for  Christ  campaign  to  their  vestries, 
recommending  action  as  outlined  by  the  National  Council. 

The  third  meeting  convened  at  Angola,  Holy  Family  Mission,  on  May 
19,  1954.  Fr.  De  Graff  reported  in  detail  on  the  Lenten  Mite  Box  offering, 
which  totaled  $4,808.32  as  of  that  date. 

The  last  meeting  convened  at  All  Saints’  Chapel,  Wawasee,  on  August 
18,  1954.  Action  was  taken  to  ratify  the  proposed  1955  Missions  Budget 
to  be  presented  to  the  Annual  Council.  Action  was  taken  to  increase  by 
$450.00  the  amount  given  to  St.  Stephen’s,  Hobart,  for  general  assistance 
in  their  program.  Fr.  David  J.  Reid  resigned  as  Chairman  of  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Promotion,  and  the  Bishop  appointed  Fr.  Barnds  to  take  this  place.

REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 


Following  the  growing  concern  in  the  Diocese  for  education  in  all  phases 
of  the  life  of  the  Christian  Family,  the  work  of  this  department  has  in¬ 
cluded  assistance  to  parishes  in  many  fields.  Miss  Bemont,  our  Diocesan 
Adviser,  has  made  herself  available  to  the  clergy  for  Church  School  cur¬ 
riculum  assistance,  meeting  with  many  of  our  Church  School  staffs,  work 
with  the  Daily  Vacation  Church  Schools,  help  in  all  departments  of  the 
work  of  the  Woman’s  Auxiliary,  and  work  with  groups  in  adult  education. 

Youth  Conferences 

The  Howe  Conference  for  Young  People  was  held  from  June  20th  to 
June  24th,  with  100  in  attendance;  the  Diocesan  Junior  Camp  was  held 
from  July  18th  to  July  24th,  with  a  capacity  registration  of  160.  These  two 
projects  were  not  only  successful  in  the  spiritual  and  educational  growth 
of  our  young  people  in  the  life  of  the  Church,  but  were  able  to  carry 
themselves  financially.  The  Howe  Conference  was  able  to  deposit  a  bal¬ 
ance  of  $75.47  with  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Winamac  Camp  a  balance 
of  $331.07. 


Adult  Education  Program 

The  program,  inaugurated  last  year  under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Paul 
Bergevin  and  Professor  Dwight  Morris  of  the  Department  of  Adult  Educa¬ 
tion  at  Indiana  University  in  seven  of  our  parishes,  will  continue  during 
the  coming  year  with  an  additional  five  parishes  participating. 

The  Children’s  Lenten  Offering 

Father  DeGraff  was,  for  the  second  year,  in  charge  of  this  project.  A 
brochure  was  prepared  for  distribution  in  late  November,  and  District 
meetings  were  held  throughout  the  Diocese,  to  which  all  Church  School 
Staffs  were  invited  for  the  purpose  of  explaining  our  Diocesan  educational 
policies  and  goals  for  missionery  education  and  givings.  At  the  Rally, 
held  at  Trinity  Church,  Fort  Wayne,  the  largest  offering  in  the  history 
of  the  Diocese — $4,808.32 — was  presented.
